Mr. V. B. P. B«irkman, 
Dear Friend:— 


Just a few lines to let you 


know I am. stil'l on both of my^feet. 


I 'have been sick with the jipanish 


Influenza for over two weeks, but 
I aim able to be out again. 


I feel very sorry for the boys that 


lave been sent home dead. Some of 
the-poor fellows I kifwr were sent 
to the hospital and' in four "hours 
time they were reported dead. 


I was at the 'hospital the other 


evening, and while I «was there 33 
were 
reported dead within 
thirty 


minutes. The ambulances ihave been 
kept busy here day and night. This 
disease has caused us boys lots of 
extra work. We are compelled to 
carry our beds. out side every morn 
ing after breakfast for airing, leave 
them there until evening, then carry 
them back in. Sleep with nothing 
on but underclothing. We dare not 
have any fire *to warm our barracks". 
Every window must be kept open 
day and night. We have to boil our 
mess kits in boiling water for five 
minutes after each meal. 
I hope 


tihey wil soon get this disease eon 
quered._ We ate expecting an over 
seas quarantine soon. 


I was down to see my "cuz" P'vt 


closed, since last week and some talk* 
of stopping cars. One young woman 
just below us on 54 st. died yester 
day and they- could not get an under 
taker at all. One undertaker sent out 
a notice through the paper to the 
police not to send any more bodies 
to his undertaking parlors for there 
were already fourty there, waiting 
to be 'buried and he could not get it 
done fast enough. It is a common 
thing for one, two or three members 
of a fatmily lying corpses from Innu 
enza and about the same time to re 
ceive official word ifrom Washington 
that one or two others hava been 
killed or wounded in France or died 
in camip. «I never saw ihall so many 
deaths in the daily papers and the 
cause of nearly every one is Influenza 
or pneumonia. They are making and 
wearing masks by the thousands to 
prevent the disease.

I told the kaiser that it had been 


suggested in some of the American 
papers thnt if Ford really^ wanted to 
end the war, all he had u> do was to 
pay Germany $100,000,000 and buy 
Belgium back. 
"One hundred'million dollars!" the 


kaiser repeated, and then after a mo- 
ment's reflection, as though he had 
been turning over some figures in his 
mind, "No, Davis, it will cost much 
more than that to get Belgium back!" 


It occurred to me that if the kaiser 


really meant what be said on that oc- 
casion, all his talk about "peace with- 
out annexation" was obviously, a myth 
and that the only hope of Belgium's 
redemption lay in the military defeat 
of Prussia. Subsequent developments 
amply confirmed that view. 


In the winter of 1916, -we were talk- 


ing of the sentiment in America and 
the conversation turned to Von Berns- 
torff. 


"Von B,:rustorff has been doing very 


good work in your country," the kaiser 
crmmejnted. 


"Weli, your majesty," I replied, "it Is 


said in America that if he had not been 
such a clever diplomat he would long 
ago have been compelled to leave." 


"From all I hear," the kaiser said, 


"he hasn't had a very easy time of it. 
The American press as a whole has 
been conspicuously anti-German, al- 
though I understand that one of your 
newspaper publishers has been friend- 
ly to us. "Mr. Hearst, for instance, has 
helped our cause very much in your 
country. He has been telling the truth

The last time I saw the kaiser when 


he mentioned the president was in the 
fall of 1917, shortly after Wilson had 
replied to the pope's peace proposal. 


"Wilson is an idealist, and an ideal- 


ist can accomplish nothing!" was his

Just before the king of Greece abdi- 


cated, the kaiser referred to the atti- 
tude of the American press again. 


"The way the American newspapers 


and the press of the, allied countries 
generally are presenting the Grecian 
situation to the world is absolutely 
false and a disgrace!" he declared, bit- 
terly. 
"They are entirely misrepre- 


senting the facts. Mr. Hearst is the 
only one, as far as I can find, who has 
revealed the real conditions and told 
the truth about them. My, I wonder 
what the people have to say now that 
Mr Hearst has finally exposed the 
whole thing!" It was only a short 
time afterwards that the king abdicat- 
ed and revealed unmistakably which 
papers had correctly interpreted the 
trend pf Grecian politics.

I noted 
particularly how very gently they 
knocked at the door before entering 
and how, after knocking, they immedi- 
ately placed their heads against the 
panel that they might catch 
the 


kaiserin's low command to enter the 
first time, and so make it unneces- 
sary for her to- repeat it. Their de- 
meanor was particularly noticeable be- 
cause the kaiserin never seemed to 
display the slightest impatience or ill- 
temper when dealing with her serv- 
ants.

CHAPTER XI. 


The Kaiserin.

Although I had frequently seen the 


kaiserin in the company of the kaiser, 
T did not actually meet her until she 
became niv patient, m 1912, from which 
timo on she visited me more or less 
regularly.. 


Without going deeply into her his-

The Crown Prince—and Others. 
I first saw the crown prince profes- 


sionally in the spring of 1905, a few 
months before his marriage. He was 
:hen twenty-'three years old." He was 
in the unfform^of a German army offi- 
cer but looked more like a corps Stu- 
dent except for the fact that his iace 
was not-marked with a scar from duel- 
ling, as is susually -the case with -most 
members of the German fraternities.

Then Ask Peace, is Repiy. 


NO PARLEY WITH PRUSSIANS 


Unrelenting War Till Surrender Is 


Made—U. S. to Keep on Sending 
250,000 Men a Month to France. 


Unconditional surrender! 
This is the substance of President 


Wilaon's decision on the first German 
peace note and* the later reply to his 
Inquiry. 


He makes plain that no 
arrange- 


ments will be considered for either 
evacuation or an armistice unless Ger- 
many gives safeguards and guarantees 
of the maintenance of the present 
military supremacy of the armies of 
,the United States and the allies in 
the field. 


The text of the reply follows: 
/ 


"Sir.—In reply to the communica- 


tion of the German government dated 
the 12th inst, which you handed me 
today, I have the honor to repuest you 
to transmit the following answer: 
" 'The unqualified acceptance by the 


present German government and by a 
large majority of the German reich- 
stag of the terms laid down by the 
president of the United States of 
America in his address to the con- 
gress of the United States on the 8th 
of January, 3918, and in his subse- 
quent addresses, justifies the president 
in making a frank and direct state- 
ment of his decision with regard to 
the communication of the German 
government of the 8th and 12th of 
October, 1918. 
~ 
" 'It must be clearly emderstood that 


the process of evacuation and the con- 
ditions of an armistice are matters 
which must be left to the judgment 
and advice of the military advisers 
of the government of 
the 
United 


States and the allied governments, and 
the president feels it^his duty to say 
that no arrangement can be accepted 
by the government of the United 
States which does not provide abso- 
lutely satisfactory 
safeguards 
and 


guarantees of the maintenance of the 
preient military supremacy of the ar- 
Miefl of the United State* and of all 
the allies 5n the field. He feels con- 
Id en t that he cap. safely osar«ibe that 


this will also be the judgment and 
decision of the allied governments. 
" 'The president feels that it is also 


his duty to add that neither the gov- 
ernment of the United States nor, he 
Is quite sure, the governments with 
wire1! the crovernmenr. of the United 
States is associated as 
belligerent, 


•will consent to consider an armistice 
so long as the armed forces of Ger- 
many continue the illegal and inhu- 
mane practices which they still per- 
sist in. At the very time that the 
German government approaches the 
government of the United States with 
proposals of peace, its submarines are 
engaged in sinking passenger ships at 
sea, and not the ships alone, but the 
very boats in which tnelr passengers 
and crews seek to make their way- to 
safety; and in their present inforced 
withdrawal from Flanders and France 
the German armies are pursuing a 
course of wanton destruction which 
has already been regarded as in direct 
violation Of the rules and practices of | 
civilized warfare. Cities and villages, 
if not destroyed, are being stripped of 
all they contain, not only, but often of 
their very inhabitants. 
The nations 


associated against Germany cannot be 
expected to agree to a cessation ol 
arms while acts of inhumanity, spoli- 
ation and desolation are being contin- 
ued, which they justly look upon with 
horror and with burning hearts. 
" 'It is necessary, also in order that 


there may be no possibility of misun- 
derstanding, that the president should 
very solemnly call the attention of 
the government of Germany to 
the 


language and plain intent of one of 
the terms of peace which the German 
government has now accepted. It is 
contained In the address of the presi- 
dent delivered at Mount Vernon on 
the Fourth of July last.
